Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

Seven excisions are required to the DVD to remove scenarios that have the effect of promoting 
the sexual exploitation of vulnerable, migrant women, strongly representing these women as 
inferior, compliant and lacking in dignity. 


Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Right Off The Boat is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD is an adult sex publication produced primarily for the arousal and entertainment of 
heterosexual men. The six explicit sex scenes in the feature begin with scenarios that establish that 
each woman in the scene has just arrived in America and does not speak or understand English. In 
each scene, the man's treatment of the woman is exploitative and there are elements of coercion in 
the manner in which he encourages the woman to perform oral intercourse on him. In each scene 
the women are treated and presented as being gullible, compliant and lacking in dignity. While the 
scenarios are contrived, there is enough realism in the women's acting to encourage viewers to 
believe the man really is taking advantage of the women, particularly as the women appear to have 
genuine migrant backgrounds. Viewers are encouraged to believe that men can easily dupe migrant 
women into sex and that to do so is entertaining and amusing. The scenarios promote the sexual 
exploitation of vulnerable, migrant women and represent women as being inherently inferior to 
men. Excisions were recommended to remove the scenarios at the beginning of each scene and to 
remove a short incidence of forceful oral intercourse partway through one sex scene. The excised 
version of the DVD would be demeaning to women, but unlikely to be injurious to the public 
good if it was restricted to adults. The distributor declined the opportunity to make the excisions, 
so the DVD is objectionable. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression as set out in section 
14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This decision represents the minimum interference 
with the freedom of expression consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. The 
decision is, therefore, demonstrably justified in any free and democratic society. 
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
